A spot chock of 6 county 
Offices of tho 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service shows that the first 
1,438 producers to sign up for 
Hie 1968 cotton program will 
I hint an average of 68 per cent 
oi their cotton allotm ents. 
Office m anagers of the six 
counties however were quick 
to point out to Rolling Plains 
Cotton Growers, Inc., who ran 
the survey, th at this probably 
cannot be taken as an indi­ 
cation of final planting per­ 
centage1'. First, they note that 
this sin.ill number constitutes 
only about 25 per cent of the 
farm ers in these counties. 
They also theorize that pro­ 
ducers who plan to divert the 
maximum 35 per cent of allot­ 
ments are the ones most likely 
to sign up first. 
Farm ers 
can 
get 
their 
acreage 
diversion 
payments 
in advance if they so request 
at sign up time, 
and these 
advance payments will he lar­ 
ger for those who elect the 
highest diversion percentage. 
M andatory diversion in the 
1968 program is only 5 per 
cent of allotments, therefore 
producers who 
choose 
that 
route are eligible for a very 
small advance payments. 
For this reason most are 
expecting 
that 
the 
farmers 
signing up in the latter part 
of the period, which extends 
to March 15. will show a high­ 
er percentage who intend to 


plant the maximum allowable 
acreage. 
The counties checked were 
Baylor. Cottle, Fisher, Jones, 
Taylor and Tom Green. In­ 
cluded wore only those farm ­ 
ers who had completed sign­ 
ing up through February 14. 
W ith producers in 1968 given 
option to plant anywhere from 
65 to 95 per cent of the cot­ 
ton allotments, 
cotton ob­ 
servers have estim ated that be­ 
tween 75 and 85 per cent of 
the cotton acreage 
on the 
Rolling Plains will be planted. 
Many farmers are still un­ 
decided. and others will wait 
to sign up 
until near the 
March 15 deadline date. 
A national cotton production 
of about 13.5 million bales will 
be needed this year to prevent 
losses to synthetic fibers in 
domestic m arket! and to for­ 
eign cotton in export channels. 
The 1966 crop was only 9.5 
million bales and the 1967 crop 
totaled 
about 
7.4 
million, 
smallest in the 20th century, 
If an adequate supply can 
be grown this year, the other 
major 
requirements 
of 
a 
healthy cotton economy seem 
to be within the capability of 
a united industry. 
But it will be too late to 
recapture m ark ed lost as a 
result of an inadequate supph . 
Many of these m arkets woul 
be lost forever. 
This could 
bo a turnin' 
]>oint in cotton's roller-coaster 
history!
